Those who indulge in this criticism 
ignore the fact that when there is no 
State tax, the citizens of each taxing 
district would be the only parties in 
the State interested in the selection of 
the subjects of taxation for loca] pur- 
poses in such district. The situation 
would then be the same as to property 
taxation, as now previils in license 
taxation for local purposes, subject to 
the constitutional maximum rate. In 
these matters we now have home rule 
in taxation. 

Discretion Allowed, 

The effect of the amendment would be 
to establish in the city as in other tax- 
ing districts of the State the same 
power of selecting the subjects of prop- 
erty taxation, which St. Louis and other 
cities now have in selecting the subjects 
of license or business taxation. 

As is well known, the city now, under 
the charter power to license, tax and 
regulate, may select certain occupa- 
tions for such license tax and exempt 
others by leaving them untaxed. The 


Supreme Court has said that in the ex- | 


ercise of this power, the city may adopt 
any measure of taxation which the 
Legislature may adopt, and on this 
principle upheld a city tax on the gross 
earnings of an express company, which 
was in effect an income tax. 

This requirement of uniformity, which 
effectually prevents special exemption, 
may be illustrated in its application to 
license taxation. The city can select 
what occupations it will tax, thus ex- 
empting other occupations, but it can- 
not tax any one of a class or exempt 
any one of a class. Thus, if it taxes 
one real estate agent it must tax all 
real estate agents, but it is not obliged 
to tax any class of agents unless it 
deems proper. 


: Interest of State. 


The State at large now has no in- 
terest in the exercise of the power of 
taxing occupations by licenses for local 
purposes, and: under this amendment it 
would have no interest in the selection 
of the subjects of property taxation for 
local purposes. The same principle 
would be applied in the classification 
for property taxation as is now applied 
in the classification for license taxation, 
that is, the classification must be rea- 
sonable and natural, and any deter- 
mination of the city is subject to a re- 
view of the courts. 

3. Home rule in St. Louis in the prop- 
erty taxation of merchants and manu- 
facturers. 

For nearly thirty years the city 
St. Louis has enjoyed home rule in the 
taxation of its merchants and manu- 
facturers for local purposes. The tax 
levied upon the statements of mer- 
chants and manufacturers, though in 
form a license tax, is in fact, as the 
Supreme Court has repeatedly declared, 
a property tax, that is, the merchants 
and manufacturers are taxed upon their 
goods and machinery the same as the 
holders of real estate ar@faxed upon 
their property. 

Merchants and manufacturers, how- 
ever, do not in St. Louis pay the same 
rate of city tax as that paid by other 
property. Instead of the full city rate 
of $1.38 they pay only 20 cents. This is 
in effect an exemption of the merchants 
and manufacturers from a city tax of 
$1.18 paid by other property. 

How Tax Is Cua‘. 

This partial reduction by the reduc- 
tion of tax rate is effected by city or- 
dinance, enacted under statute Section 
9396-8, R. S., 1899, as enacted in_ 1879, 
whereunder cities of over 300,000 inhab- 
itants are authorized to classify for 
taxing purposes the merchandise held 
by merchants, and the raw material and 
machinery of manufacturers and levy 
thereon for city purposes a less ad- 
valorem rate than for other property, 
and also to levy a tax on sales. 

Under this authority the city of St. 
Louis levies a 20-cent advalorem rate. 
and in addition a tax of $1 on each $1000 
of sales. This system is peculiar to 
St. Louis, and does not, as I am in- 
formed, exist elsewhere in the State. 

Doubts have been expressed as to the 
validity of this statute under our pres- 
ent constitution, as it in effect author- 
izes an exemption of the property of 
merchants and manufacturers from <.it 
least part of the taxes imposed upon 
other property, and the question has not 
been directly adjudicated. 

It cannot be doubted, however, that 
the system is a wise and just one. Mer- 
chants and manufacturers are compelied 
to compete with tnose of other cities, 
and it is their industries which give 
value to real estate. 


Would Extend Power. 


The amendment now pending would 
only extend over other classes of prop- 
erty in all the taxing districts of the 
State, the power which is now exer- 
cised by the city of St. Louis in the 
taxing of its merchants and manufac- 
turers. Those who object to this amend- 
ment on the ground that the power to 
select the subjects of taxation and to 
graduate the rate thereon should not 
be vested in the Municipal Assembly, 
should consistently ask the repeal] of 
the statute which gives the Municipal. 
Assembly the power it is now exercis- 
ing in relation to merchants and man- 
ufacturers. 

The adoption of this amendment would 
remove all legal doubt as to this spe- 
lal system of taxation, and the aboli- 

n of the State tax will reduce the 
resent rate of merchants and manu- 
acturers some 18 per cent, or more 
than double the reduction on other 
classes of property. 

System Ineffective. 

Fourth—Effectiveness in taxation se- 
cured by home rule. 

The ineffectiveness of our present tax- 
ing system could not be better illus- 
trated than by the recent public state- 


ment of the City Comptroller of this 
city, who said: | 


“Broadly stated, every city and 
State that issues bonds bearing a 
lower rate of interest than 6 per 
cent, except the very few in which 
an exemption law is effective, au- 
thorizes the issue knowing to an 
absolute certainly that the bonds will 
never be reported to an Assessor for 
taxation, either locally or elsewhere. 

“Tt is safe to say that no one buys 
a State or city bond who has the re- 
motest idea of making a return of 
it for the purpose of taxation, be- 
cause no one is going to buy a se

The same ~y 2 be said of any invest- 
‘ment security bearing a less rate of tn- 
terest than 6 per cent. But, while the 
Comptroller may be correct in his state- 
‘ment, that the owners of such securi- 
‘ties may not have the “‘remotest idea”’ 
{of returning them for taxation, and pub- 
‘lic officlals may wink at tax evasion, it 
lis none the less true that the Assessor 
(taxes them when he finds them in the 
estates of their widows and orphans in 
‘the Probate Court. 


Short Memories. 

Citizens of St. Louis must have short 
memories if they do not remember the 
recent investigation by one of our grand 
juries, wherein our own citizens, holders 


of investment securities, were held up 
to puble reproach as tax evaders and 
perjurers, because they did not return 
such property for taxation. 

Fathers are compelled to teach their 
children that they must evade the tax 
paetneret by concealment, evasion and 
‘even by perjury if they would avoid con- 
of their property. Could a 
| more deplorable state of things be sug- 
'gested? It has been truly said that 
| this attempt to enforce tax laws, which 
fare confessedly ineffective, is rast mak- 
ing us a nation of perjurers.

Fifth. The object lesson of New York 
in effective taxation. 

The State of New York has recently 
substituted an effective for an ineffective 
tax on mortgages by exempting a mort- 
gage from taxation during its term by 
the payment on the recording of the 
mortgage of one-half of 1 per cent on 
the sum secured. As mortgages must be 
recorded, this tax cannot be evaded. All 
occasion for evasion is removed, and 
this consideration tends to the reduction 
of interest on mortgage loans, and the 
tax has resulted in an income for the 
State of from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000. 

Has Worked Well, 

Prior to the adoption of tunis successful 
expedient, which has been followed in 
other states where the Constitution per- 
mits, New York attempted the taxation 
of mortgages with the same ineffective 
system which we are attempting in Mis- 
souri and with, of course, the same re- 
Such a tax in St. Louis would 
probably equal the proceeds of all taxes 
on personal property collected from the 
individual holders, outside of the Pro- 
bate Court.

Every city on the Mississippi River 
from Keokuk to Memphis is preparing 
for the greatest display of boats in 
the history of the great ‘Father of 
Waters” when President Roosevelt will 
gnake his trip down the stream to be 
the guest ef the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep 


Waterway Association’s convention. 

This display of river craft will proba- 

make history that will remain un- 
@urpassed until anether fleet shall be 
gathered to welcome the first ocean- 
going vessel to come te the upper inland 
Cities to receive cargo for a ‘foreign 
port. It is the idea of the promoters of 
the present display, that this demon- 
gtration is the forerunner of the ocean 
traffic. 

The St. Louis Business Men's League 
has completed its plans for entertain- 
ing the President here as well as ar- 
ranging a concourse of boats which 
will carry the governors of 20 states, 
congressmen, United States senators 
and delegates to Memphis, when the 
convention will open Oct. 4. 

No President of the United States has 


‘ever made an extensive trip by steam- 


boat on the Mississippi. President Roose- 
velt was induced by the governors of 
the Mississippi Valley states to come 
and see for himself the importance of 
converting the greatest river on the 
continent into a passageway for com- 


mercial ocean steamers. 


Plaus for Lively Days. 

The program, as now outlined, in- 
eludes three days of travel, speech- 
@naking and banqueting that should be 
‘Bufficiently lively to meet the approval 
pf the President, unless he should con- 
pider sightseeing from a steamboat too 
tame for a chief executive who has 
traveled so much by special train. But

The Lakes-to-the-Gulf Waterways As- 
sociation was organized in St. Louis, 
Nov. 14 and 15 of last year. At this 
first convention a resolution was adopt- 
ed asking Congress to appropriate $3,- 
000,000 for the initial steps towards the 
improvement of the river. An appro- 
priation of only $190,000 was made, the 
national legislators believing it the bet- 
ter plan to first have the river surveyed 
from Chicago to New Orleans to as- 
certain the feasibility of the propo- 
sition. 

Previous Meeting in St. Louis. 

Engineers of the Government have 
completed the survey as far south as 
St. Louis and are continuing down the 
stream. They have announced, unoffi- 
cially, that their investigations show 
that the cost of the proposed improve- 
ments of the channel will be even less 
than was estimated by the associa- 
tion. 

The route of the proposed deep wat- 
erway begins at Chicago and follows 
the channel of the Illinois River to its 
juncture with the Mississippi at Graf- 
ton, Ill., 40 miles above St. Louls, thence 
down the Mississippi to New Orleans. 
The distance between Chicago and New 
Orleans by this route js 1460 miles. It 
is the present idea to ask for a }4-foot 
channel. This, however, will be left to 
the engineers. 


Cost Less Than $80,000,000. 

According to the figures given the 
total cost will not exceed $80,000,000. Al- 
ready the State of Illinois and city of 
Chicago has deepened the channe! of 
the Illineis River from Chicago to Jol- 
jet, a distance of 40 miles, at a cost of 
$50,000,000. Illinois proposes to give this 
te the Federal Government if the chan- 
nel is continued through the State to 
the juncture of the Illinois with the 
Mississippi.

Almost every community has use for a vigilance 
committee operating upon lawful lines. There is 
particular need of such a committee in St. Louis

vigilance committee would go to the bottom of 
every scandal and reveal the truth. The result 
could not fail to be beneficial. 

It is idle to expect improvement in that quar- 
ter unless local’ public sentiment can be awak- 
ened, and there can be no such awakening with- 
out organization. The St. Louis County Vigilance 
Committee need not have a large membership to 
begin. with. 

If it is the right kind of a vigilance committee 
at the start it will grow fast enough. If it is not 
the right kind, its members, whether large or 
small, will cut no figure. 

Such a committee, properly actuated, would op- 
erate in a wholesome way in many directions. 

It would become a rallying point for the law- 
abiding. 

It would give support to public officers who 
honestly attempt to do their duty. 

It would exercise a deterrent influence upon 
all who are criminally disposed. 

It would counteract the demeralizing counsels 
of the timid, of the partisan and of the so-called 
respectables who are privately interested in law- 
lessness. 

It would put backbone into cowardly officers 
and it would bring corrupt officers to justice. 

It would make the enforcement of law worth 
while and it would make lawbreaking difficult, 
disgraceful and unprofitable. 

It would be able to secure evidence against 
crooks and corruptionists which is now believed 
to be concealed. 

In a word, it would be the embodiment of the 
law and of good morals, a militant force for good 
and a terror to evildoers. 

The excuse for such an organization is found in 
the conditions. No farce now on the boards is 
broader than the administration of law in St. 
Louis County. No apathy of a dying society 
ever exceeded that of the people who profit by or 
who apologize for the offenses of St. Louis 
County. 

Such an organization may properly be called a 
vigilance committee, because it should have tre- 
mendous vitality, energy and capacity. It should 
have the eyes of Argus and the hands of Braireus. 

To vindicate the law, it has only to invoke 
the law and the support of the better elements 
of the population. This ought not to be a diffi- 
cult undertaking there or anywhere else in the 
United States. 
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The St. Louis Alderman who lost his bearing in 
Forest Park and had to wait until daylight to 
get out probably imagines that his sense of lo- 
cality is strong enough to make him a good judge 
as to the location of the free bridge, but we 
doubt it. 
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BY-PRODUCTS AND THE COST OF LIVING. 

In spite of all the waste of war and all the ex- 
actions of discriminating taxation in many forms, 
if the people of the United States could have had 
the benefit of the scientific and mechanical dis- 
coveries of the last 50 years, the cost of living 
would have been materially reduced. 

One of the most important reasons why the 
cost of living is. increasing is to be found in the 
fact that whereas many new wants must be sup- 
plied there is no important reduction in the cost 
of satisfying the older and the more necessary 
ones. 

Take the case of meats, for example. By the 
figures presented in the Post-Dispatch last Sun- 
day it was shown that meats costing $8.97 in 1860 
cost $9.67 in 1906. In 1860 there was not one 
great packing house in America. Cattle and 
hogs were slaughtered on the farms and in every 
city and village. There was no system and there 
was nothing but the commonest intelligence in 
the business. In fact, it was not then a business 
at all. 

Now we have killing and packing plants where 
scores of thousands of animals are slaughtered 
daily, at points where the swiftest railways are 
prepared to distribute the product to the four 
corners of the earth at rates not dreamed of half 
a century ago. Of itself this concentration and 
systematization of the industry should have 
brought cheaper prices, but it has not. Meats 
at retail, not a mile away from the greatest ab- 
battoirs in the world cost more than they did in 
a village market in 1860. 

How inexcusable this is and how strongly it 
suggests combination and, monopoly, is made 
even clearer when we consider the fact that the 
Beef Trust, in addition to availing itself of all 
the mechanical improvements of a generation, 
has utilized, as a result of scientific discoveries, 
many parts of its animals which we Weneins went 
to waste. 

It has been conjectured rather on re that in 
the manufacture of illuminating ges the by- 
products are of sufficient value to pay for the gas 
itself. The by-products of the Beef Trust may 





or soap, then the hair for brushes, then the hoofs 
and horns for glue, and, lastly, the bones and 
every atom that is left for fertilizer. 

It was no joke—it was the solemn truth—that 
ar. unctious packer uttered when he boasted that 
he sold everything that was in a hog when it 
went to the shambles except the. squeal. 

Bearing in mind the fact that the Beef Trust 
has been convicted of conspiring to depress the 
prices of cattle and. hogs on the hoof and to en- 
hance the prices of meats in the markets, it will 
be seen that with such methods in force and with 
the revenues which must be had from by-prod- 
ucts, it has been and is in a position to make 
gigantic profits. 

In this business, as in many others, combina- 
tion and forestalling have not only prevented any 
decline in prices, but they have actually in- 
creased them, and this, too, in the face of im- 
provements and discoveries which have been the 
wonder even of an age of wonders. 

Perhaps those Americans who are interested in 
problems growing out of this increased cost of 
living will find something in these facts to ponder 
over. Similar conditions exist in other indus- 
tries.

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PETTY BUSINESS FOR RAILROADS. 

Missouri railroads will this week resume car- 
rying 150 pounds of baggage for each first-class 
passenger ticket sold, instead of the 100 pounds 
named in the law. 

Although, singularly enough, the legal limit 
has never been more than 100 pounds in Mis- 
souri, in contrast with the 150-pound limit pre- 
vailing in other states, Missouri’s railroads have, 
until the passage of the 2-cent rate law, always 
followed the general practice. 

Reducing the limit to 100 pounds followed the 
recent change to a 2-cent rate, perhaps by way 
of retaliation, and certainly by way of some slight 
recoupment in the matter of excess charges. 

Resumption of the 150-pound limit comes now 
through the interference of Attorney-General 
Hadley, who has been interesting himself in the 
matter since early in July; but it is rumored that 
in consideration of the railroads’ voluntary action 
he has agreed not to protést against a proposed 
increase of 6 per cent in charges for excess bag- 
gage. It is intimated, also, that the railroads 
generally, in states which have adopted reduced 
passenger rates, intend to make a like increase 
in excess charges, to take effect presently. 

This looks like petty business for the railroads. 
It will act only as an irritant and the reaction 
cannot~-fail to be unfavorable to them.

FOR THE NOISELESS CITY. 

Speaking of the prospect of making cities noiseless, 
a writer in Harper’s Weekly says: The surface car 
and elevated train roar and scrape along like the 
rumbling of approaching artillery. How can this 
noise be eliminated? ‘“‘By forcing the companies to 
live up to the law in not using flat wheels,’’ some 
one says. That only partly solves the difficulty. 
Now science proposes to do away with the scraping 
of iron against iron. There are two methods pro- 
posed. Qne is to use rubber tire r the car wheels 
and the other is to coat the oe ee the rails with a 
composition which will not give forth any metallie 
sound when scraped by iron wheels. Rubber tires 
for car wheels are somewhat of novelties, but a long 
series of experiments has been made with them 
which show that they will in the end be adopted. It 
is not natural rubber, but an artificial compound, 
which is fastened to the rim of the wheels by a 
process of welding. The coating cannot be torn off, 
and wears only a little faster than iron. If the top 
surface of the rails were coated with this same rub- 
ber-like composition, friction would be reduced to a 
minimum. 
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MILK AND CHEESE FROM BEANS. 

The culture in France of the soy bean, whose 
products are so important in the dietary of the Chi- 
nese and Japanese, is being urged by Chinese in 
Paris. A puree pressed from the boiled seeds yields 
both milk and cheese, thinning with water producing 
& very good substitute for animal milk, and coagu- 
lating with a mineral] salt fitting the material for 
cheese-making. The cheese is usually eaten fresh, 
though it may be preserved by Salting or smoking, 
first being cooked. Three varieties of the cheese are 
common in Oriental markets—a fermented kind be- 
ing white, yellow or gray in color, with a piquant 
taste like that of Roquefort; while another sort is 
salty and white, like goats’-milk cheese; and the 
third is smoky and resembles Gruyere. The soy 
cheese cost about a fiftieth as much as animal 
cheese, while the nutritive value of both this and the 
vegetable milk compares very favorably with the 
ordinary products from the cow. 

GLASS TILE ROOFS IN FAVOR. 

Probably the greatest achievement in tileroofing 
from a utilitarian as well as esthetic point of view, 
is the use of glass. In the first place the glass tiles 
are of the same pattern as Clay tiles, and _ in 
factory work, upon open stee! construction, may be 
inserted just as a_ clay tile would be in any 
number or in any position required. This does away 
with the most of the sheet-metal work, and the 
absence of this, or even of wire work, is important 
in many other respects. Galvanized iron and tin 
yields quickly when it comes in contact with the 
gases that arise almost invariably from reduction 
works, factories and the like.

visible light. The details shown by a microscope are 
increased not only by using higher magnifying pow- 
er, but also by employing light of shorter wave- 
length, and nearly twenty years ago it Wag sug- 
gested that ultra-violet light should bring out in 
photographs many minute features that cannot be 
revealed by the much longer waves or ordinary 
light. The suggestion proved impracticable, on ac- 
count of the difficulty of focusing invisible images, 
and because the glass lensés were almost completély 
epaque to ultra-violet light. The perfected ultra- 
violet microscope brought out by Kohler uses fused 
quartz for the properly corrected lenses and also 
for the prisms of the spectroscope yielding the ultra- 
violet rays from the spark of cadmium, and a fluo- 
rescent screen over the eyepiece lights up under 
these rays, supplying a focusing finder. With this 
apparatus very remarkable pictures have been ob- 
tained. .A further improvement has now been made 
by W. T. Swingle and L. J. Briggs, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, who obtain a 
more exact focus of just the details wanted by the 
visible image given by the cadmium spark, a pure 
blue light; then turn on the ultra-violet rays to 
give the impression on the sensitive plate. In this 
way minute details are pictured very distinctly. 


A GREAT SHIP-ELEVATOR. 

The great ship-elevator just completed at Henrich- 
enburg, Germany, connects two canals having a dif- 
ference in level of 4 feet. The vessel is transported 
in a movable tank, which is balanced by five sub- 
merged floats connected with the tank by five columns 
and the load is regulated by adding or letting out 
water. The elevator movements are controlled by four 
electrically driven screw spindles, each 80:feet long and 
11 inches in diameter.

ORDS cannot express my own friendship 
W for the United States and the American 

people. Tiow much less can they express 
the love and friendship of the nation I have the 
honor to represent. Happily words are not neces- 
sary, for no eloquence is needed to tell of this a@ 
miration and love of country for the other, 
This friendship is too deep for words, Little local 
disturbances are like the few imperfect flowers that 
may be found among the many perfect Ones on a 
Japanese cherry-tree—no one notices them when ad- 
miring. the beauty of the tree in bloom. I am sure 
that the flowers of friendship and love which now 
exist and have existed for many years between 
the two nations will ripen into fruit which will last 
long after the imperfect blossoms have fallen to tlie 
ground and been forgotten. 

There are many reasons why there should be peace 
between the United States and Japan. My country 
shares with her sister nations in the desire for uni- 
versal peace. I have made the statement  be- 
fore, and I repeat it here with even more emphasis, 
the glory of a successful war Is brilMant, but the 
glory of peate is greater. 

Difficulties may arise in the future, owing to the 
fact that each nation sees matters from a different 
point of view. Members of the same family do 
not always ‘see the same thing in the same light, but 
this does not cause serious trouble. The correct 
point of view is finally secured, and matters again go 
Both nations realize that peace must 


one 


along smoothly. 


be preserved. 
I am a conservative man, but not so conservative 


as some. in order to have honorable peace, I believe 
that it is just as necessary for Japan to have a navy 
sufficient to protect her rights as it is necessary for 
a community to have a police force sufficient to pro- 
tect the rights of individuals. The better and more 
efficient the police, the more peaceful is the com- 
munity. The fear of punishment must be present for 
those who do not find a sufficient re- 
ward in the enjoyment of peace. I be- 
lieve that in no other way, at present, at least, can 
any nation preserve honorable peace. Japan wants 


peace in which to develop along other lines. She has 


had enough of war. I agree perfectly with Gen. 
Kuroki when he says, ‘The Japanese people love 
peace. They fought for peace. My nation Wants 
peace in which to develop the opportunities that are 
hers? We have no other desire. The profession 
which I have the misfortune to follow is noble only 
because war is sometimes necessary to establish con- 
ditions in which peace may be maintained and in 
which the arts of peace may flourish.” 

In closing this little ‘message of peace and g00d 
will, it seems to me that there are at least three 
great insurmountable reasons why there should al- 
ways be peace. First, there are the commercial rea- 
sons. Neither nation can afford the commercial loss 
to her shipping interests. Not only would the com- 
merce between America and Japan be practically de- 
stroyed, but also that with other nations with whom 
either bDne has commercial relations. The commer- 
cial reasons are given first because the commercial 
instinct is so strong in both nations, but not be- 
cause they are really greater than the others. The 
second or moral reasons are just as important. Both 
are civilized nations. The progress of civilization 


Was always been from a state of continual warfare 


in barbaric days toward a state of peace both in 
the nation itself and with sister nations at large. 
‘Then there are the historical reasons, some of which 
I have already briefly mentioned. It was the United 
States who first opened the ports of Japan to the 
world, and how absurd it is to think that she should 
ever attempt to close them. How foolish, then, it is 
to talk about such a course! However brilliant might 
be the glory to the victorious nation should such a 
colossal misfortune ever come, it would be insignifi- 
cant’ when compared with the glory of an ever-

THE BEAUTY. SENSE 
By I. K. Friedman. 
(é OFTEN wonder,” said the high school princi- 
| a. “how many of the people-who are travel- 
ing across our Own continent and the sea to 
view nature at her wildest appreciate the fact that 
their enjoyment of her handiwork in its most awe- 
some aspects is a result due rather to long training 
and education than te any innate sense of the beauti- 
ful and the esthetic. There was a time, and not so 
many centuries ago, when the attitude of culti- 
vated men and women toward nature was quite dif- 
ferent from what it is today. The eighteenth century 
looked askance at what the nineteenth and twentieth 
go to no end of trouble, inconvenience and expense to 
pay the warmest sort of tribute and the highest ad- 
miration.”’ 

Without being able to lay my hands on the passage, 
I remember that Addison speaks somewhere, I be- 
lieve in his letters, about the barbarous and abhor- 
rent scenery of the Alps. Macaulay, writing about 
the Celtic wilds of Scotland, tells us that it excited 
nothing but contempt and loathing. Wood, water 
and crag, he observes, were in no wise different then 
from what they are now, when they are being visited 
by no end of those who come to sketch or merely to 
praise and see. The Trosachs wound as now be- 
tween gigantic walls of rock tapestried with broom 
and wild roses; Foyers came headlong down through 
the birchwood with the same leap and the same roar 
with which. he still rushes to Loch Ness, and in de- 
fiance of the sun of June the snowy scalp of Ben 
Cruachan rose, as it still rises, over the willowy 
islets of Loch Awe. Yet none of these sights had 
power until a recent period to attract a single poet 
or painter from more opulent and more tranqul] re- 


gions. 

Even Oliver Goldsmith, poet though he was and 
alive to the beauties of nature when tamed and sub- 
dued, was repelled by the scenery of the highlands 
and declared that he found infinitely more pleasing 
the conventional and sober beauties of the cultivated 
country around Leyden, the vast expanse of verdant 
meadow, the villas with their statues and grottoes, 
the trim Aower beds and the rectilinear avenues. Of 
the district that comprises Loch Katrine and Loch 
Lomond, which today calls forth exclama- 
tions of rapture from the most commonplace 
and the most matter-of-fact and _ businesslike 
travelers, the poet could write, ‘Shall I tire you with 
description of this unfruitful country where I must 
lead you over their hills all brown with heath or 
their valleys scarce able to feed a rabbit? Every 
part of the country presents the same dismal land- 
scape. No grove or brook lends its music to cheer 
the stranger."” While of Leyden one of his letters 
says: “I was wholly taken up in observing the face 
of the country. Nothing can equal its beauty. 
Wherever I turned my eyes fine houses, elegant gar- 
dens, statues, grottoes and vistas presented them- 
selves. Scotland and this country bear the highest 
contrast—there hills and rocks intercept every pros- 
pect; here it is all a continued plain."’ 

And so ene might go on quoting indefinitely to show 
how our love for nature like many of our other senti. 
ments has been instilled and cultivated, and how 
all ef us in one way or another are but the children 
of our age and our time.”’

Money Easy in Country. 

“Theré does not appear to be any real 
money stringency outside of New York. 
Generally throughout the country busi- 
ness conditions are favorable and there 
are no signs of a crisis or of hard times. 
In the Middle West there is a very gen- 
eral feeling on the part of the farmers 
and small merchants and people that 
the cotton mills are in a combination to 
maintain high prices for the finished 
product. This keeps them from buying 
as much as they otherwise would Their 
opinion, I believe, is wrong. 

Cotton goods have advanced 100 per 
cent in price in the last eight years, but 
the raw materials have gone up too. In 
the South there will be a late and prob- 
ably a short cotton crop. Some,of the 
growers have had to plant three times 
on account of weather conditions. But 
the South is figuring on higher prices to 
compensate for the lessened yield. In 
fact they are looking forward te 15-cent 
cotton. 

Chicago merchants, manufacturers 
and students of the business situation 
are almost unanimous in the prophecy 
that the reaction which is now develop- 
ing business will not proceed to a point 
where falling prices will cause a wide- 
spread curtailment of labor or inaugu- 
rate an era of “hard times.” 


Fallures Fewer, Losses Heavier. 


There have been nearly 6000 business 
failures in the United States so far this 
yeur. Although the number of failures 
In the first half of 1907 was slightly less 
than for the same time the 
liabilities were nearly rote, Bs more.

'Jrish’ Parliamentary - Leader 
Declares His People Will 
Yet Win. 





EXPLAINS HOME RULE 





Gives His First Interview Since 
Defeat of Bill to the 
Post-Dispatch. 





For the first time since the rejec- 
tion of the Irish home rule bill by the 
sational convention in Dublin, John 
£&. Redmond, the Irtsh Parliamentary 
Jeader, hans conmpented to give his 
views onthe situation. Mr. Redmond 
was enjoying a short vacation at 
Aughrim, “County Wicklow, when P. 
J. Leahy, the special commissioner of 
Post-Dispatch called upon him. 
Mir. Leahy told. him that the Irish peo- 
ple in America were anxious to know 
the plans of the leaders in the old 
iand tn view of the collapse of the 
home rule bill. Mr. Redmond readily 
consented to discuss the subject. His 
remarks, presented herewith, consti- 
tute 2° remarkable and striking pro- 
nouncement,

DUBLIN, Aug. 16.—John E. Redmond 


at his 
gho ooting ledge in the mountains of 
Wicklow when I journeyed thither from 
Dublin. The flush of health was on his 
strong, handsome face, and with a 
beaming smile he extended his hand to 
me in the heartiest of Irish greetings. 

After breakfast we retired to the com- 
modious and well-stocked library. Mr. 
Redmond threw open the window and 
let in the cool mountain air, and, hav- 
ing lighted a cigar, proceeded to givé 
me his views on the present political sit- 
uetron in Ireland. 

“The Birrell home rule bill was a dis- 
appointment, of course,’’ said Mr. Red- 
mond. “The bill did not give absolute 
control to the Irish people of the small- 
est thing connected with Irish adminis- 
tration—even the appointment of a spe- 
eial clerk was made subject to the veto 
of the Lord Lieutenant. 

“The constitution of the bill was alto- 
gether wrong. This was its most vital 
defect. The Government should have 
taken the present number of Irish rep- 
resentatives in the House of Commons 
as the basis of the representation in the 
National Council. We objected to the 
nominative features, though if the bill 
had permitted a small number of mem- 
bers to be appointed for a limited period 
nobody would have objected. This was 
done at the time of the establishment 
of the County Counclls. 

“Under the provisions of the National 
Councils bill there would have to be new 
elections, and we should have been com- 
pelled to divide up 103 constituencies in- 
to 82, which would have resulted in hav- 
ing two bodies representing Ireland, one 
in Parliament in Westminster and the 
other at home in Ireland, and this would 
inevitably lead to friction and rivalfy 
between both. 

Finance Feature Wrong. 


“The finance feature of the bill was 
all wrong. It was unworkable from this 
viewpoint: The bill covered only a small 
part of the administration of affairs in 
Ireland. 

“Its most marked effect was that it 
would have really strengthened Dublin 
Castle government instead of weaken- 
ing it. Still, if a comparatively smal) 
number of concessions had been made, 
the bill might have been fairly sat- 
isfactory. 

“The majority of the present Cabi- 
net were quite ready to meet ous wishes 
—they are avowed ‘home rulers—but they 
couldn't do it without breaking up their 
Jovernment, in consequence of the ac- 
tion of the Roseberyites in the Cabinet— 
small in number, but very powerful. 

‘I think Campbell-Bannerman is dis- 
appointed in the action of some of his 
colleagues. I believe if he could he 
would give Ireland the fullest measure 
of home rule. Birrell, the Irish Chief 
Secretary, is a strong supporter of Irish 
home rule. Birrell is the most decent 
Englishman that was ever sent to Ire- 
land to fill the pest of Chief Secretary. 

“My views with reference to the short- 
comings of the home rule bill were 
placed before the Government. I never 
saw the entire bill. I had seen por- 
tions of it, however—the material por- 
tions. I knew its provisions, and I 
made my protests. I thought these pro- 
tests would be effective. I have reason 
to know that there was a long-continued 
discussion of these protests.”’ 

‘New that the Government has failed 
to meet the Irish National demand, 
what is your ferecast of their future ac- 
tions?” I asked. 


Predicts Fall of House of Lords. 

‘ Ithink the Government will intro- 
duce a measure following the spirit of 
the resolution which was adopted by 4 
great majority. a little while ago—that 
the Hause of Lords should be abolished. 
The Government will; I believe, trans- 
late the resolution into a bill. This bill 
will be rejected by the House of Lords. 
There will be a general election by the 
beginning of 1998 as the latest. 

“If the Liberals win that election by 
a substantial majority, the veto of the 
House of Lords will, I believe, be lim- 
ited or abrogated altogether, and in that 
way the real obstacle to the passage of 
the full measure will disappear. 

“Do you think the National movement 
irr Ireland and America wil isuffer by 
reason of this setback?’ 

“It most certainiy will «>: ate 
material extent, at all events. One must 
be prepared for this sort of thing in poil- 
tics. I feel sure that the national move- 
ment will rapidly rally from this mere 
temporary disappointment, and that the 
people will soon realize that the rejec- 
tion of the bill was a blessing in dis- 
gKulse. 

“The amendments of the land purchase 
act and the university bil] are important.

SECRETARY ROOT 
ALERT AN 
ACTIVE AS EVE 


Leaps Lightly Into Buggy to 
Show He Is in Good 
Condition.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2%—Elihu Root, 
Secretary of State, looked poitively gay 
at the White Plains railway station at 
3 o’clock this afternoon. He had driven 
over with Muldoon, ex-wrestier and 
trainer of unhealthy notables, from the 
latter’s farm, Olympia, in the West- 
chester Hills, to put a telegram on the 

wire. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, seeing Mul-

The 
Secretary walked with the alert, nervous 
gait that has been characteristic of 
him in his most active days. It was 
not by any means the step of a man 
who its ‘nervous’ or of one who has 
lost his grip upon himself. His cheeks 
were tanned and a ruddy cojor of good 
blood glowed in it.

“We are anxious to have the question 


as possible. This would put @ quietus 
upon the whole. business. There are 
critics and false prophets willing to dis. 
rupt every great movement. Every tem- 
purary check affords them the opportu- 
nity of employing their mischievous tac- 
tics. 

“We shall triumph in the movement 
for our Government in the near future. 
The obstacles which barred our progress 
to the obtaining of national self-govern- 
ment are rapidly disappearing. The vast 
majority of the Liberal and the Labor 
party are strongly in favor of Ireland’s 
claiins to home rule. The hostile senti- 
ment has entirely disappeared. The 
condition we have to face now is either 
friendliness or apathy, but violent op- 
position has entirely disappeared. This 
is a tremendous advance on the road 
to home rule, and an achievement to 
which the Irish party can point with 
pride. 

“Our main reliance, however, must in 
the future, as it has been in the past, 
be on ourselves. We must preserve our 
unity. We have unity today. Ireland is 
more united than any country in the 
world. She is more united than Eng- 
land, more united even than America. 
No attention as paid to the antics of 
cranks and factionists there (they are 
found in every political party), but if 
the faintest ripple arises on the waters 
of Irish Unity, and if in a great big 
political party a kicker is found, Irish 
disunity is heralded areund the world.” |

He was speeding along Eleventh av- 
enue, intending to turn into the 
Coney Island boulevard somewhere 
near Greenwood Cemetery, and over- 
looked the trolley car.track..

The passengers were jammed up to 
one side and narrowly escaped being 
cut In halves as their tonneau was. 
The police, who arrived a few minutes 
later, declared that everybody was

SHE ENJOINED 
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Des Moines Family Charge

Marriage. 








DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 24.—If Mr. and 
Mrs, James C. Peyton return to this city 
to spend their honeymoon, they will be 
compelled to spend it in Jail, or explain 
satisfactorily to Judge Howes of the 
County Court why they violated the in- 
junction he had issued forbidding their 
speaking, writing or telephoning to each 
other, planned as a bar to their court- 
ship. The injunction was issued by the 
Court, first upoh the request of Mrs. 
Homan, Mrs. Peyton's mother, and later 
made more strict ypon the request of 
Miss Homan, who in court testified she 


annoying her with his attentions. 

The marriage, which is beligved to 
have occurred at Manitou, Colo., last 
Sunday is a mystery, and Mrs. Homan 
and her family are not doing anything 
to explain it. They decline to give out 
information concerning the wedding be- 
yond showing this telegram, dated Mani- 
tou, Colo., Monday: 

“Ktherine was married to Peyton last 
night by force."’ 

Who Sent the Telegram. 

Who sent this telegram and why 
Peyton and Miss Homan were visiting 
at the same resort, remain unerplained, 
as far as Des Moines is concerned. 
Members of the family say ‘‘we have 
washed our hands of the affair,” yet, 
through their attorney, Judge Morris, 
they asked that a citation ve issued 
calling upon the brida) pair to appear 
in court and explain why they should 
not be sent to Jail for contempt, at 
least the bridegroom, against whom the 
injunction was especially issued. If 
the couple come into the jurisdiction of 
the Polk County court, the citation will 
presumably be served. 

Judge Morris, in his plea to the Court, 
did not explain the “force” expression in 
the telegram, but intimated that the 
family believed that Peyton was pos- 
sessed of hypnotic power over his bride. 

Peyton's past ieccord hag made him 
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Mrs. Homan has openly opposed his suit. 
It has been charged that he was at 
one time a gambler. 

The marriage is the sequel to the most 
curious courtship on record, in the Iowa 
courts. The story is a tangle of Police 
Court episode, court proceedings, insane 
hearings and violated injunctions 

Of marriageable age, Miss Homan 
openly repudiated her suitor and, even 
aided the court proceedings which for 
many months interrupted her court- 
ship. Stranger still, while. she was at- 
tempting to have Peyton enjoined from 
making love to her, she was sending him 
letters to prove her undying devotion. 

The romance first came into promi- 
nence last November, when Miss Ho- 
man filed information in Police Court 
charging Peyton with disturbing the 
peace by annoying her with unwelcome 
attentions. Miss Homan is a stenog- 
rapher and a girl of remarkable beauty. 
When she told Judge Mathis that she 
couldn’t walk along the street without 
subjecting herself to remarks of ad- 
miration from Peyton, Judge Mathis 
readily believed: her. Peyton was ar- 
rested and admitted then that he was 
in love with the girl. @ 


Peyton Told Different Story. 
But he also claimed <*hat sic wes in 


love with him and that they were soon 
to get married, if meddling relatives 


would only leave them alone. As both 
man and girl were of age, Judge Mathis 
dismissed the case, with the admonition 
to Peyton to cease his annoyances of 
the girl, if she objected. 

The next turn in the strange courtship 
came with a second arrest of Peyton.

Miss Homan said that 
the injunction'didn’t appear to do much 
good, Peyton loved her in spite of the 
court order. After being threatened 
with’ a Jail sentence if he persisted, 
Peyton dropped his love making.

She was dig- 
nified, though cordial, and possessed 
a certain sense of humor which led 
her to perpetrate a joke about the so- 
called ‘fmext friends, whom she re- 
ferred to as ‘nexters,.’ There was no 
tremor nor affectation of speech and, 
excepting a slight deafness, I found 
nothing the matter with her. She 
said she was not prejudiced against 
physicians.

ON FIRST ENGINE 
AUN INTO CHICAGE 


Texas Farmer Says He ‘Was Fire- 
man on Initial Trip to the 
Windy City. 








PARIS, Tex., Aug. 2.—S. C. Smith, 
who was born 30 miles from Cairo, IIL., 
but who now lives on a farm near 
Paris, asserts that he was the’ fireman 
on the first locomotive that entered the 
city of Chicago. His age-has clouded 


his memory, but he believes that the 
vear was 1853. The engine was  at- 
tached to a special train, on which of- 
ficials of the Illinois Central rode. 

Smith was living in the rural districts 
of lllinois when construction work on 
the trac.. opened. Being a. stalwart 
farmer lad with plenty of muscle and 
endurance, he easily got a position with 
the steel gang. The building of the 
railroad was pushed with great vigor. 
At the conclusion of the construction 
work Smith was offered the fireman’s 
position on the engine which had been 
selected to draw the first train over the 
new line. Naturally,. he accepted, as 
the pay justified the risk. The Illinois 
Central had imported from England the 
engine and the engineer came across 
the seas with it. Wood was the fuel 
that fired the boilers. 

The trip from Cairo to Chicago was 
advertised remarkably well for that day 
and time.

Chairman Niedringhaus of the State 
Committee and Chairman Howe of the 
City Committee, while generally re- 
garded as Fairbanks men, may yet get 
into the Taft band-wagon. WNiedring- 
haus escorted Taft across the State Fri- 
day afternoon. He says he will soon 
be ready to talk on the Presidential 
situation. 

While Taft does not create great pub- 
lic enthusiasm, yet those with whom - 
he comes in contact are usually won 
over. 

Warner in Taft’s Coat.

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Nebraskan Says President 
Yielded to Entreaties of

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 24.—William J. 
Bryan, in commenting on President 
Roosevelt’s last speech, says: 

“The President has at last disclosed 
his scheme fer centralization, at which 
he has hinted in former speeches. In 
his Previncetown (Mass.) address hé 
proposed the national incorporatien of 
railroads and other corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 
“Here is the secret—it is out at last. 
The states are annoying the corpora- 
tions and the corporations demand Fed- 
eral protection from State legislation. 
The President thinks that action is most 
pressing as regards these corporations 
which, because they are common car- 
riers, exercise a quasi public function. 
Yields to Ratlroads, 
“The states have been enacting 2-cent 
fare laws and laws reducing freight 
rates and the railread managers de- 
mand that they shall be relleved from 
further fear of such legislation. The 
President's Hamiltonian ideas make 
him an easy victim and he yields to 
the entreaties of the rallroads. 
“If it was the public he seught to 
protect he would recommend Federal 
remedies which would not interfere with 
State remedies—but it is the rallread, 
not the public, that demands the re- 
moval of authority to Washington. 
“The Democrats can be depended 
upon to oppose with all their might 
this movement -toward centralization. 
If any Democrat wavers his constituents 
should look into his business relations 
and see whether he is under obligations 
to the railroads. A Hamiltonian Re- 
ponent. like the President, may honest- 
y think that the farther the govern- 
ment is removed from the people the 


better it will be, but a Jeffersonian 
Democrat does not cherish any such 


delusion. 

’ An Object Lesson. 

“Even the Hamiltonian Republican 
ought to hesitate to trust Congress with 
any more power while the United States 
Senators are elected by legislatures. 

“It is fortunate that the people have 
had an object lesson so recently. The 
Federal law mapees rebates and 
passes, but the railroads make more 
money than they did before. The States, 
on the other hand, gave the people a 
preduction in rates, and those who are 
receiving the benefit of these reductions 
will be slow to surrender the advantage 
thus far gained. 

“It is doubtful whether the Republii- 
can Congressmen from the West: will 
dare to support the President's proposi- 
tion, but if an attempt is made to put 
such a measure through Congress the 
Deimnocrats will stand a good chance of 
yoo egy 3 every Western Republican who 
votes for it. Let the Democrats present 
an unbroken front on this vital proposi- 
tion.”’

Republicans who fight each other like 
cats and possums in local affairs rubbed 
| elbows and ‘“‘set ’em up” for each other. 
'So when Senator Warner, who is co-star 
in Missouri Republican politics witht At- 
,torney-General Hadley, referred inci- 
‘dentally, in his introductory remarks, to 
.the “great Secretary of War, William 

H. Taft,” there was an outburst ef 
applause in the audience of five thou- 
sand that lasted fully five minutes. 

There was little doing in the enthus- 

iasm line as another speaker called the 
roll of Republican presidential candi- 
cates—Hughes, Root, Knox and Cannon 
—but when he reached the name of Taft 
there was hand-clapping, shouting and 
waving of handkerchiefs. 


Taft on the Inside. 
The, applause indicated very clearly 


that Secretary i‘aft has the inside track 

and a big lead on all other candidates 
in Missouri, and the remarkable thing 
abeut it that there was much more en- 

thusiasm for Taft at this Taftless meet- 

; ing than there has been at other recent 
‘meetings in St. Louis attended in person 
by the Secretary of War. 

The meetings at which Secretary Taft 
spoke, however, were of a business and 
social character and were held at a time 
prior to his active entry into the presi- 
dential race. As the meeting was fairly 
representative, 1uany out of ‘town poli- 
ticians being present, it illustrated 
somewhat correctly the trend of nation- 
al political sentiment in Missouri. 


Given for Campaign Funds. 
The picnic was given by the Republi- 


can City Committee primarily to raise 
money for the next local campaign, but 
incidentally to restore a semblance of 
harmony in the ranks of St. Louis Re- 
publicans. In addition it gave the 
party leaders an opportunity to dis- 
cuss anether very important mattetr— 
the delegation to the next national con- 
vention. 

Senater Warner of Kansas City was 
master of ceremonies.

He created laughter by saying that 
Roosevelt represented the concentrated 
essence of the Republican party, and 
that Bryan was an admirable represent- 
ative ef the conversational powers of 
the Democratic party. 

Atien ‘then called the roll of Repub- 
lican candidates fer President, and said 
tha tthe Democrats offered only Bryan 
against them. 

When he mentioned Taft there was 
another outburst of enthusiasm for the 
portly Secretary of War. Allen, whe 
toured the country with Vice-President 
Fairbanks two years ago, came near 
committing himself on the presidential 
question when he declared he didn’t care 
who was elected President, just so he 
weighed over 300 pounds. As Secretary 
Taft is the only Republican in this class 
it was not hard to guess the meaning 
of the remark.

Transfer With Little Delay 
to Service.

CHANGE DONE AT MIDNIGHT 





Wires Had Been Already Installed 
and Shifting Was a Simple 
Matter. 





The work of changing the Bell 
Telephone Exchange at Belleville at 
midnight last night required less 
than five minutes. The. termini of 
the 900 telephones that are operated 
through the exchange were thrown 
from the Penn building to the new 
exchange at A and Illinois streets, a 
block away, in less time than it takes 


to tell it. In fact, to tell about it 
thoroughly would require a‘ technical 
education. 

For several weeks men employed 
by the company have been getting 
things ready for the change. Wires 
in the business section of the town 
have been laid underground and the 
cables extended into the new build- 
ing. As fast as the cables were in- 
stalled a branch wire from each tele- 

hone was run to the new exchange 
Suildins and connected with the new 
switchboard, which has a capacity of 
1500 telephones. 

Down in the basement of the new 
exchange are the racks on which the 
wires are fastened. On one of these 
racks each wire from every telephone 
in Belleville and vicinity is fastened 
to a flat spring. The only thing 
necessary to complete the change 
was to insert a small piece of coiled 
wire in this spring and cut the old 
gadie at the entrance. of the old of- 

ce. 

Shortly before midnight several of 
the night operators were sent to the 
new building. At 12 o’clock the cut 
was made, and five minutes later all 
the messages were being sent 
through the new exchange. Midnight 
was chosen as the time for making 
the change because telephone men 
have found there is less use of the 
telephone at that time than at any 
other hour.

Government’s Overlooking Saga 
Lake Island Results in 
a Suit. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—A beauti- 
ful little island in Sage Lake, Mich., 
which the authorities of the United 
States Land Oftice have repeatedly 
Claimed was not in existence, is the 
innocent cause of litigation between 
the man who dlaims he has lived on 
such an island for eight years and 
several wealthy citizens of Michigan 
who would like to get a title to the is- 
land. 

The occupant of the island is Frank 
Austin, formerly a New York school 


teacher. 

The attorney who represents Mr. 
Austin in the litigation into which he 
was forced last spring, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the little island: 

“Mr. Austin went to Michigan in 
1899 to seek a@ quiet home close to na- 
ture. He settled on a little island, 
whose area is a little less than 13 
acres. He is still living there, and 
does not intend to vacate unless some- 
body can show him that he jis not its 
righttul owner, 

“Some years ago Mr. Austin applied 
to the United States Land office to 
have the island turned over to him, 
under the homestead laws. 

he Government promptly in- 
formed him that no such island was in 
existence. Mr. Austin just as prompt- 
ly assured the Government that he 
was living on such an island and ex- 
tended an invitation to have some em- 
issary visit the place and se® that it 
got a place in the Government maps. 

“Nevertheless, it was not until last 
spring that this island, which has 
been called ‘Happy Island’ by Mr. 
Austin’s friends, officially came into 
existence, according to the Govern- 
ment’s records. 

“The island had just been surveyed 
and placed on the maps when several 
influential Michigan people filed appli- 
cation with the Government to gain 
possession of it under the ‘timber and 
stone act.’ It is this application that 
eaused the litigation in which Mr. 
Austin is now involved. 

‘*He refuses to vacate on the ground 
that during the eight years of his oc- 
cupancy he has made improvements, 
which would make it inconsistent for 
the Government, to award the tsland 
to others. 

“Besides he claims a prior right to 
is premises under the homestead 
aws. 

“The overlooking of this island by 
the Government in getting up its of- 
ficial maps is a most curious thing, 
and Mr. Austin had a hard time con- 
Vincing the Land Office that he ‘was 
not a lunatic somewhere out in the 
Michigan wilds. 

Mr. Austin is more than 70 years 
old. he its a bachelor and a man of 
unusual polish and attainments. He 
is not @ hard man to approach on 
Beneral topics, but as soon as, one 
tries to find out something about his 
early years and his reasons for seek- 
ing a home in the secluded little is- 
land, he becomes noncommunicative.

Superiniendent Dawson Says 
Kindness Is Best Cure for 
Criminals. 





ABOLISHES |= WHIPPING 
Favors Indeterminate Sen- 
tences and Teaching of 
Useful Work. 





“Corporal punishment or brutal in- 
dmidation of any kind has never 
brought a single criminal one step to- 
/ ward reformation. Since I have been 
here I have taken clubs away from 

the guards and have instructed them to 

treat the inmates with kindness and 
consideration, but to be firm. 

“The moment a prisoner is struck 
er abused th rough language you 
arouse all the resentment there is in 
him. He goes out of prison a worse 
man than when he entered. He be- 
comes bitter, revengeful and ‘ike Jean 
Valjean in Victor Hugo’s ‘Les Miser- 
abies,’ he feels sore on society in gen- 
eral and has made up his mind that 
everybody is against him; therefore, in 
the struggle for existence, he must be 
against everybody else."’ 

With these remarks as a prelude, 
James L. Dawson, Superintendent of the 
Workhouse, explained to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter his theories of how a 
penal institution should be conducted. 
Supt. Dawson has been for 21 consecu- 
tive years connected with the criminal 
population of St. Louis. For many 
years he was on the police force, retir- 
ing as Sergeant to become Superintend- 
‘ent of the Jail. He acted in that ca- 
pacity four years and on May 6 of this 
year he was made Superintendent of 
the Workhouse. 

Is a Reformer. 

He stands in the front rank of mod- 
ern thinkers on the reformation of men 
and women, who, through environment, 
neglect in childhood, evil associations 
fn after life, or hereditary weakness, 
find themselves behind the bars. He ts 
@ member of the National Association 
of Charities and Corrections and is 
chairman of the Committee on _ the 
Treatment of Criminals. He has read 
many papers at the conventions of that 
‘body. His ideas have met with the 
hearty indorsement of the leading crim- 
itologists of the country. 

/ Six. feet high, heavily but proportion- 
Ptely built, he fs a splendid spectmen 
ef*physical power and endurance. His 
hair is iron gray, his mustache threaded 
with silver and his face as bronzed as 
an Indian's. His dark brown eyes are 
keen and magnetic. When he talks to 
you their piercing gaze is constantly 
centrated on you. He talks easily, 
ithout hesitation, clearly and em- 
phatically. His ideas are clean cut. He 
has no vague, indefinite notions about 
his “subject. 

“I have always followed the theory,”’ 
he resumed, “that a man sent to Jail 
feels mean enough over it without those 
under whose charge he fs placed making 
his humillfation any the worse. I never 
believed in punishment for punishment’s 
sake. It has never accomplished any- 
thing in the way of uplifting an offend- 
er and it never will. I have seen 21 
years of it and I know that my con-) 
®lusions are right. When I was at the

carry clubs, and I made them treat the’ 
prisoners with respect. I found that I 
obtained better results and many a ran 
has gone out of that institution feeling 
that he was somebody in this world and 
with his mind earnestly made up te re- 
form. 

Has Dark Cells. 
“Since I have been here I have fol- 
lowed the same policy. We have what 
we call two dark cells here, but a 
prisoner is néver incarcerated in one of 
them except as an extreme measure of 
discipline, and then never longer than 12 
hours. There is not a ray of light in 
either one of these cells, the prisoner 
must sleep on the floor, and al! he gets 
te eat is bread and water. 
“The whipping post here I have abol- 
ished. 
"I have also adopted another policy. 
‘Whenever we get an incorrigible here 
who persists in making trouble for the 
guards or prisoners I call the police and 
have him arrested on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. He is arraigned in 
Police Court and the Judge can make 
what disposition of the case he pleases.

“Prisoners must be treated with all 
the respect and consideration consist- 
ent with discipline and order. We 
must have order and that must be im-

“Penal institutions as they ure con- 
ducted today are woefully lacking in 
the opportunities for reformation.

oner was entered I would have him 
examined as to his degree of educa- 
tion. If he had gone only as far as 
the third grade in a public school l 
would say to him: ‘When you have 
advanced as far as the eighth grade 
you can leave this institution.’ 

Opposes Set Sentences. 

“Manual training classes should also 
be eStablished. All sentences should 
be indeterminate, Teach the ignorant 
and unskilled some occupation that 
will enable him to provide for them- 
selves and their families when they 
are released. This idea of giving. a 
man so much punishment’ tor . 
much crime is the veriest folly. t 
never can work any good. 

“To eliminate crime the State should 
consider itself morally bound te do 
everything in its power to educate 
and uplift the unfortunates it throws 
behind the bars instead of making 
their condition such that they really 
come out of jails and prisons worse 
creatures than when first incarcerat- 


ed, 

“Education is the most powerful

New Cars, Coupled Together, 
Would String Out for 
355 Miles. 


Thirty-five thousand five hundred new 
freight cars—enough to make a contin- 
uous train 355 miles long—will be used 
to move the Western crops and Western 
freight this fall. These cars, with an 
average capacity of 60,000 pounds each, 
could carry at one load the enormous 
total of 1,875,000,000 pounds of freight.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—Thov- 
sands of pleasuré seekers have been en- 
tertained and instructed by Dr. F. 
Reihl, the noted swimming expert, who 
performs his wonderful aquatic feats in 
the surf opposite the life-saving station.

LYNCHING CASES 


AT SPRINGFIELD 
ARE DISMISSED 


-

Prosecutor Frees Men Who 
Were Charged With Burn- 
ing Three Negroes. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 
cuting Attorney W. R. Self today dis- 
missed the cases against the three men 
who were arrested more than a year 
ago in connection with the lynching and 
burning of three negroes in the public 
square here on the night of April 14, 
1906, 

The defendants were Oss Galbraith, 
charged with first degree murder on One 
count; Hill Gooch, charged in two in- 
dictments with first degree murder, and 
Harry Hacker, charged with perjury. 
Self assigned as a reason for dismissing 
the cases that none of the principal wit- 
nesses can be found. 

Galbraith was tried last August. The 
jury disagreed, ten standing for acquit- 
tal and two for conviction. Neither of 
the others was tried. Hacker was ar- 
rested on a charge of perjury while 
Galbraith’s trial was in progress. 

Thousands Saw Lynching. 


The negroes weer taken from the 
Green Jail at 11 o'clock, hanged to the 
steeple i nthe public square and burned 
to death. Thousands of persons passed 


by on their way tro mthe theaters. Cir- 
cuit. Attorney Sager of St. Louis wit- 
nessed part of the tragedy. 

The lynching was on Saturday night. 
On the following Tuesday Judge Lincoln 
convened a special session of the grand 
jury. Twenty-three men were indicted. 
Only Gooch and Galbraith were arrest- 
ed. The names of none of the others 
have ever been made public. 

Two of the negroes were charged with 
having assaulted a white woman. After 
they were dead it was pretty well es- 
tablished that they were not guilty. 
These two were first hanged and burned 
and then the mob returned to the Jail 
and took out another negro who was 
charged with murder. It is said also 
that he was probably innocent. 


SECRETARY TAFT SPEAKS 
TO CROWD AT OKLAHOMA CITY 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, O. T., Aug. 24.— 


Secretary of War William H. Taft, in 
a speech here tonight, in Convention 
tiall, to 10,000 persons, advised the citi- 
zens of Oklahom and Indian Territory 
to reject the Constitution recently 
adopted by the convention at Guthrie for 
the proposed new State of Oklahoma, 
and declared hat the next session of 
Congress would pass »¢ new enabling 
act. 

Secretary Taft explained that he was 
not here as the representative of Presi- 
dent Roosee-rlt, and that the views he 
expressed were his own and in no snse 
should be considered as being inspired 
by the President. 

The greater part of Secretary Taft’s 
address was confined to State issues 
The warmth.with which he spoke against 
,;the adoption of the Constitution was a 
surprise to most of the party leaders

The 
tomato was followed by a brick, which, 
however, was not thrown with as ac- 
curate an aim as the tomato had been. 
Then several bricks traveled.in King’s 
direction. 

Preacher Sprints. 

King sprinted acrass the street where 

the star and brass buttons of Patrolman 


Coats shone in the electric light. He 
appealed to Coats for protection. The 
crowd gathered around the policeman 
and the preacher. 

While general attention was diverted 
by an argument between the citizens 
and the policeman, the preacher beat a 
hasty retreat.

I married her in St. Louis, and, 
as she was a strong Episcopalian, she 
led me te go te that church and I grad- 
ually embraced the tenents of that faith. 
I was in the retail dry goods business 
in St. Leuis and did well from the start.

Business Always Prospered. 

“Of my first years in Monmouth there 
{ig little te say. I have always pros- 
pered in business, but I always had 
time te devete to church werk, and 
when I finally teok up my permanent 
résidence in the Illineis town I soon 
feund that there was no Episcopal 
church in the place. It did not seem 
goed soll to work in, for it was made up 
mostly of -Presbyterians.

My 
principal associate in the work of build- 
ing the chureh and putting it on a 
permanent basis was E. I. Camm. The 
church we have now, while not large in 
membership, is one that any city may 
well be proud of. The people are in 
earnest and look to me, naturally as 
their leader. We have sent out enough 
peeple from that parish te have made 
a large congregation. Of course, the 
people in Monmouth are coming and 
going all the time, and that is why 
we have a shiiting popuiation. The ma- 
jority of the cengrégation are well-to-do 
residents of the city, and we manage to 
hold our own. 

Proud of Diocese Position. 


“Of all my positions I think I am 
proudest of being secretary of the 
archdiecese of Quincy. I devote con- 
siderable time to this work, but on 
account of the multiplicity ef positions 
which I held I am naturally pretty well 
occupied.” 


“Do yeu ever find that yeur business

Jn order to help us to the idea of 
what the “gold of Peru’’ meant, they 
tell the story of how Pizarro made 4a 
highwater nwrk on the wall of the 
Inca’s prison and promised him his life 
if the prison were filled with gold up to 
the mark. After the gold had been 
piled up to the mark and a new mark 
made higher still, the gold piled up to 
it, is supposed to give some idea of the 
vast wealth Peru poured into Spain in 
the days of “unlimited loot.’’ But all 
the gold Pizarro extorted from. the 
Peruvians and all that the mén with 
Cortez got from Mexico when they lit a 
fire under the feet of the captive King, 
Guatamozin, is a mere bagatelle com- 
pared to what this year pours into the 
flood from last. 


Looted and Shipped Away. 


This is not strong language in the 
light of the official figures. Betwee 
the discovery of America in 1493 and the 
year 1620, all the gold in Peru and Mex- 
ico and all other parts of America that 
could be ‘looted’ had been looted and 
shipped to Europe. Pizarro and Cortez, 
Drake and Hawkins and all the rest had 
immortalized themselves as the heroes 
of the greatest success in hunting go'd 
in all the world’s historv.

Other Words, Your Dollar Is Shrinking in Value 
and Will Buy Less Than It Would 15 Years Ago 

---Amazing Figures of Gold Production 
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Finally the country as a whole had to 
let go its-gold in order to re-establish 
its trade with other countries, but in 
the meantime the policy worked out the 
final overthrow of the Spanish Empire.

Home Market Favorites. 


The facts in the United States in 
1907 are that the Dingley taria law 
intended to give the control of cloth- 
ing and other supplies in the “Home 
market” to its home-market favorites, 
works steadily every day in the year 
to put up prices for the necessaries 
of life as far as it can prevent the 
supply from increasing from abroad. 

While this is operating, the increase 
year by year in the gold supply also 
operates to increase prices in this 
country and Europe. If population 
increased naturally and with it, the 
supply of necessaries of life increased 
naturally and the supply of money 
also increased naturally, then the 
result would be the use of the in- 
creasing supply of money to distrib- 
ute an increasing supply of the neces- 
saries of life to an increasing num- 
ber of people. 


Wage Increase Comes Last. 

Under natural conditions, this dis- 
tribution would cause an increase of 
salaries and wages, or*rather it would 
come about through this increase 
from the start.

What Money Will Buy Now. 

The other question is of how mitch 
the average wwage-worker'’s day's 
work or yvear's work will buy now in 
comparison with what it bought ten 
years ago or five years ago. We get 
this answer from the United States 
Government's tables, and if it is not

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Dividing the total améunt of wages 
reported paid in 1900 in all the fac- 
torles of the United States by the 
total number of wage-workers report- 
ed as receiving it, the average annual 
income of each wage-worker appears 
as $426.25. The census of manufact- 
ures taken by the Government in 1906 
shows an increase in this average up 
to $477.50. 

This is the result of combination 
forcing up the price of labor fot five 
years. Another Government report 
answers the question of what in- 
crease it means in bread and cloth- 
ing. in meat, milk and vegetables— 
if any. 

Present Cost of Living. 

In getting results for this report, 
the price of each article for the year 
is multiplied by the average amount 
of that article “consumed” by the av- 
erage person in that year. 

lt shows that between Jan. 1, 1897, and 
Jan. 1, 1907, the price of an average 
amount of clothing increased from $12.40 
to $19.63; the price of an avgrage amount 
of breadstuffs increased from $11.72 to 
$16.07; meat from 67.32 to $9.35; food from 
garden and dairy from $10.4 to $14.96; 
other food from $8.17 te §.76; other 
necessaries from $25.40 to $37.46. 

This does not include the increase in 
rent or in anything except “‘goods."’ The 
average increase in wages in five years 
is reported at $61.26 a year for “‘organ- 
ized fabor.’’ The increase in cost of liv- 
ing per head is reported as follows: 
From $76.50 in 1897 to $107.26-in 1907. This 
inerease of $31.76 per head in cost of 
living, exclusively of rent, etc., means 
an increase of $158.80 a year in the liv- 
ing expense of the average family of 
five persons. And this is to be set 
against $61.% reported as the average 
increase in a year’s income after five 
years. 


Living “Won’t Work Out.” 
Even for those who can combine and 
force up the price of a year’s work, 
this means that a year’s work buys less 
flour, less clothing, less meat, less but- 
ter, less of everything now than in 1907.

Dismayed? Not O'Brien! He's the sort 
of ‘nan who needs a shock like that, 
once in a while. to keep him awake, and 
to prevent his wits from rusting out. 
The loss Wasn't a disaster; it Was mere- 
ly an experience, which, as likely as not, 
would turn out a blessing in disguise. 
And so it ad; for it turned his thoughts 
once again to the “delinter” probieim, 
and led oby-and-bye, after eventful 
years to success.

In his prosperous days O'Brien had 
given to his wife a round share of his 
fortune, to safeguard her against mis-

AT! the money 
he could earn or borrow was spent to 
this end. No use! At the end of the 
two years he gave it up as impractica- 
ble. 

Most men would have quit there, 
O'Brien didn't. He was more than ever 
determined.

Bul, as long ago as 1876, according to 
the maxuzine article before mentioned, 
Prof. Poe pumped oxygen into the lungs 
of a rat, supposed by him to be dead. 
The animal regained consciousness and 
breathed uguin. From that time on the 
scientist kept up experiments along the 
line of revivifaction. 

Death from suffocation not only 
causes oxygen to be excluded from the 
lungs, it also fills them with poison- 
ous gases. Life is not destroyed in a 
mere negative manner, by depriving the 
tissues of oxygen. The gases in the 
lungs have a deleterious effect on the 
tissues. It is as though coal were with- 
held from a furnace and water thrown 
on the fire as well. 

The problem to 
two-fold. It was necessary not only 
to get oxygen into the lungs, but 
was equally as important to withdraw 
from those orwans the injurious and 
poisonous wases.

A few days ago he found leis- 
ure from his other research work at 
the university, and he determined to 
find out just what was the truth about 
gas in cottonwoods. He selected a 
lurge tree on the campus, bored into 
it with an inch auger and inserted a 
gZaspipe to which a long tube, a bunsen 
burner and a _ suitable stop-cock 
been attached. When all was ready hé 
held a lighted match to the burner and 
an assistant turned the stop-cock, let- 
ting the gas rush out.

Methane gus, or marsh,gas, which is 
the principal combustible constituent of 
natural gas, but the gas from the cot- 
tonwood contained a much higher per- 
centage of hydrogen, which is the best 
heat-producing element in all gases. 

Other cottonwoods were tapped, some 
yielding enough .gas to sustain a flame, 
and some less. However, from his re- 
cent experiments as well as from his 
observations for a number of years, 
Prof. Bushong {s convinced that all cot- 
tonwoods produce gas in some quantity. 

While - cottonwood tree gas is not 
available in sufficient quantities to be- 
come a commercial product, the find 
is of great value to scientists, particu- 
larly because it produces such an in- 
tensely hot flame. A pure hydrogen 
flame is the hottest chemical] flame 
known. but is difficult to secure and 
costly on account of the rarity of pure 
hydrogen. This newly-discovered gas 
comtains so much hydrogen that its 
fiame serves most of the purposes for 
which a pure hydrogen flame is usually 
required, 

Prof. Bushong intends to push his dis- 
covery further, by tapping 4 great 
number of ‘trees, and to make more 
careful analyses of the gas secured. He 
and his associates here are satisfied 
that the find is a notable discovery in 
the scientific realm. 
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tne value of oxygen as a restorative, 
you have only to feel sick and faint 
from the effects of close air, from 
which almost al ithe oxygen has been 
used, and then run te an open window 
and inhale great draughts of the oxy- 
gen-charged air. Breathe out the bad 
air and take in the good ozyzgen air, 
and the working of the professor's ma- 
chine is explained. 

The value to humanity ef this ma- 
chine can hardly be overestimated. It 
means that when the machines are tn 
general use at life-saving stations, hos- 
pitals and on ambulances, thousands of 
lives will be saved. It will prevent 
death by alcoholism, by asphyxiation, 
by morphine poisoning, by drowning 
and in numerous other circumstances 
hitherto Inevitably tragic. 

The machine, however, Is simplicity 
itself and will be very inexpensive, its 
cost trivial when compared with the 
vast work it was devised te perform. 

Patents have been obtained by Prof. 
Poe in the United States and all the 
principal foreign countries. Arrange- 
ments are now being made for the 
manufacture of the apparatus and it 
soon will be on the market.

OR two .years the Dark Tobacco 
District of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, familiarly known as the 

“Black Patch,” embracing about twen- 
ty-five counties nearly equally distrib- 
uted between the two states in the 
western portion, has been intimidated 
by “Night Riders,”’ lawless bands who 
eperate with faces masked and under 
cover of the darkness and who, in the 
notes of warning which they use free- 
ly, claim to be taking the extreme meas- 
ures which they have employed for the 
sake of advancing the interests of the 
Planters’ Protective Association, an or- 
ganization of farmers formed for the 
purpose of pooling their tobacco and 
forcing the gigantic tobacco trusts to 
pay them an equitable price for their 
product. 

This association was formed at Guth- 
rie, Ky.. on Sept. 20, 1904, following an 
era in which the trusts had, By sys- 
tematic and insidious moves and coun- 
ter moves, destroyed all competition 
and forced the price of tobacco so low 
that the farmers were not realizing the 
actual cost of production and had no 
recourse but to sell at the ruinous prices 
offered them. 

The association flourished from the 
start and had the enthusiastic support 
of all business and professional men 
and newspapers, and even preachers de- 
livered sermons in its interest. Thou- 
sands of farmers rallied to its stand- 
ard, big barbecues were held and noted 
speakers urged the farmers to join, but 
with all this there were enough of them 
who refused to sign the pledges for the 
trusts to work on by offering greatly 
increased prices. As the trusts refused 
to deal with the association for a long 
time and then at emailer prices than 
they were paying the independent farm- 
ers, there veemed to be no way by 
which i':* outeldere could be brought 
into the fold. 

Destroyed Plant Beds. 

Under theee conditions “Night Rid- 
ers’ began to get in their work. At 
firat they confined themselves to visit- 
ing trust agents or independent farmers 
and warning them that they must noi 
huy tobacco in those sections or musi 
not sell to the trusta, as the case might 
be. This not having any appreciable 
effect, the next step Was the destruc. 
tion of the plant beds, in which were 
groWn the tobacco plants, of the non- 
Heeociation of ‘“‘hillbilly’’ farmers, as 
tvey had been dubbed. The destruction 
Was generally accomplished by scrap- 
‘ing the beds with hoes.

A little Il¢ter a note of warning was 
sent to Ro'vert Wallace of Lyon County, 
telling hia that he must join the as- 
sociation or take the consequences. He 
failed to do so and his barn and its 
contents were burned one night. Num- 
bers of barns were visited and the to- 
bacco pulled down from where it hung 
and scattered ebout the flelus or thrown 
into ponds, It was no unusual occur- 
rence for a farmer to get up some morn- 
ing and find a note fastened to his gate- 
post or doorway threatening him with 
the destruction of his property and even 
personal injury, unless he ‘oined the or- 
ganization. The majurity of these notes 
were accompanied by either a bundle of 
niatches or switches, and sometimes 
beth. 


Standing Reward Offered. 


Early in the spring of this year Gov. 
Beckham of Kentucky and Gov. Patter- 
son of Tennessee both offered a stand- 
ing reward of $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of any one guilty of any of 
these acts. The courts met and the 
judges delivered strong charges to thie 
grand juries, instructing them ‘to in- 
vestigate the reports fully and return 
indictments wherever possible. but up 
to this time there have only been three 
indictments returned, these being 
against John T. Jackson, William Wint- 
ers and John McGregor of Caldwell 
County, who are alleged to have been 
members of the mob which destroyed 
the warehouses at \Princeton. These 
cases have not yet been tried. The only 
persons who have been convicted were 
two non-association men, Steve Choit 
and Ned Pettit, the latter a negro, who 
plead guilty to having scraped a plant 
bed in Caldwell County and they were 
sentenced to one year each in the Peni- 
tentiary and are now serving this sen- 
tence. Detectives have been employed 
and claim to have worked diligently and 
with much success, but as yet they 
have not disclosed their hands or made 
any arrests. 


Under these conditions it wae only 
natural that the Night Riders should 
grow more and more bold in their law- 
lessness, and, during the past several 
weeks, they have resorted to personal 
Violence such as whipping the farmers 
who had incurred their enmity, shooting 
into houses, thus endangering the lives 
of women and children, and of hi! ii:

whipped severely and ordered not to 
raise any more tobacco. This was fol- 
lowed by the assault of a stranger 
who gave his name as George Swift 
and who ciaimed Nashville as his home. 
Swift was beaten in Caldwei County, 
and he said that his persecutorg 
charged him with being a detective and 
threatened to kill him if he was ever 
caught in that vicinity again. John 
Lockert was whipped inside the city 
limits of Guthrie, Ky., and the same 
penalty was given to Rip Tyler, colored, 
near Clarksville, in Tennessee. 

When the wheat threshing. season 
came on, wheat growers began to re- 
ceive the attention of the Night Riders. 
At Adams, Tenn., the thresher of 
Thomas Menees was blown up by a 
gang of Night Riders who overpowered 
the three men who were guarding the 
machine. Near Clarksville, Tenn., an 
attempt was made to wreck a Mr. Dar- 
nell’s thresher by hiding a plow potnt 
in a bundle of wheat which ws fed in- 
to the machine. A barn belorging 
Pomp Rigxins. in the same ne'ghbor- 
hood, was blewn up by dynam'te 

Shot in Farmer’s Home, 

The worst reports, nowever, ‘come 
from Trige County, Kentucky On the 
night of July 14 the home of J. W. 
Barefield, a highly respected farmer, 
was shot into. When the shvoting be- 
gan, Mrs. Garefield jumped from bed 
and blew out the light which was burn- 
ing in the room, but upon being stern- 
ly commanded to relight it, sre did so. 
Mr. Barefield was then taken out fome 
distance, but as to what happened could 
never be learned, as he refused to tzlk. 
Charlies Edwards, a sewing-machine 
agent, was captured by Nignt Riders 
near Roaring Spring in the same coun- 
tv, and charged with being a deteciive 
and severely whipved. Nathan Hester, 
unother of the hest citizens in the coun- 
ty, was whipped at his home near Roar- 
ing Spring. Mr. Hester wae taken into 
Sis vard and beld against a stump while 
he was whipped with a rawhide. is 
wife, who is subject to attacks of Peart 
failure. foilowed her husband to the 
door. but when saw the punish- 
ment which was being administered to 
him she fell in a faint on the porch 
floor. 

The most fiendish crime all which 
has yet been perpetrated was that 
which occurred on the night of July 22.

R. D. Fort, in the same county, 
about two hundred bushels of 
threshed wheat in the § straw 
night. During the night 
straw was set on fire and about 
hundred bushels of the wheat was de- 
stroyed.

MERICA is not alone with its pal- 
aces of the rich which eat up 
millions of dollars a year. A Lon- 
don writer now laments the fact that 
there are several men in the United 
Kingdom who would consider them- 
selyes on the-brink of banqruptcy if 
they were reduced, by any evil stroke of 
fate, to a mere pittance of 000 a week 
~who would find it simpiyvy impossible 
to “rub along’ anyhow on the income 
of a simple millionaire, which would be 
barely sufficient In some cases to pay 
the expenses of the tordly pleasure 
houses which they have inherited from 
their ancestors. 2 

The Duke of Devonshire. for exam- 
ple. has no fewer than seven of these 
stately homes—six in England and one 
in Ireland—each of them fit for the re- 
ception of a King, and not one of which, 
ae he confessed the other day, he has 
yet lived long enough to explore thor- 
oughiy. Probably he himself does not 
know within $5000 how much these pala- 
tiai homes cost vearly to maingrtn, but 
the annual cost has been sald to mak: 
an very big hole itn %500,000. 


In Wentworth Woodhouse, which is 
only one of his four “palaces Lord 
Fitzwilliam owns the largest private 
house in England. It has a frontage of 
600 feet, its hall is enormous that 
four suburban villas could be built in- 
side it, and its owner could live in a 
different room every day for six weeks 
and still leave Several rooms wunescen. 
The Duke of Portland owns five resa! 
homes which runs into millions, and 
which, with the attached gardens and 
estates, Keep hundreds of servants e™ 
ployed. At Welbeck he has over thirty 
acres of kitchen-gardens alone: in the 
Klass-houses and Zarden proper le em- 
ploves about seventy nien and boys. and 
his horticultural bill for this one house 
is sald to exceed $30.000 a year. 
Blenheim Palace. the Duke Marl- 
borough's Oxford seat, is so colossal 
that the late Duke used to declare he 
spent 34900 a year on putty alone for 
his window panes, It actually cost $1,- 
SOO te build, In dave when, mone 
Valuable it is today; *' 
long. staircases.

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HE women of Rosa Park,’ a new residence subdivision:in the southwest- 
ern section of St. Louis, have organized a volunteer fire department 
among themselves. If flames break out during the daytime, while the 

men are away at their business, these women will man the hose and wield the 
ax as gallantly as any amateur firemen ever ran with a hand reel. 

Rosa Park is only a few months old. . It lies on @ pretty hilltop adjacent 
to the Gravois road and accessible by the Cherokee car line. There are 50 
new cottages in the subdivision, some frame and some brick, and most of 
‘them vine-clad and surrounded by pretty little gardens. City water hydrants 
stand in. the street. 

The nearest fire engine house is at Grand avenue, more than a mile away, 
and the Rosa Park folk fear that the regular fire engines would be unable 
to reach the little settlement before the flames had devoured any residence 
that might catch fire. 

Public affairs at Rosa Park are managed by the Rosa Park Improvement 
Association, composed of the home-owners and their wives. This association 
meets at 4643 Rosa avenue, and there discusses many questions of general 
interest in the neighborhood, not the least of which has been fire protection. 
It was decided to purchase a light-running hand reel. An excellent hose al- 
ready belongs to the settlement and is kept at @ house in the most thickly 
settled part of the park. 

“It is very nice to lay plans for fires at night when our husbands are all 
at home, ready to help in the work of putting the blazes out,” remarked one 
Rosa Park housewife at a meeting of the association recently, “but suppose a 
fire should break out in the daytime, what then?” 


Another young wife and mother was on her fee ;' 
“T have a plan,” she said, “which is for us women to organize a supple- 


mentary daytime fire force to take care of things when the men are away. 
When the reel comes we can have weekly drills gues watch the men 
drill and find out just how te fight a fire. I om Be we find out what 
to do, we will be thoroughly competent to protect our

Louis H. Claes, who lives on Rosa avenue, is chief of the men’s yolun- 
teer fire department, and Charles J. Wirtel, who lives on Terrace avente, is 
assistant chief. The wives of these two leaders were enthusiastic at once 
and since the suggestion has been made that the women form a fire fight- 
ing brigade they have, by common consent, taken the lead. 

It is expected that when the reel comes and the women begin their 
weekly drills that Mrs. Claes and Mrs. Wirtel will hold positions in the fire 
company of their own sex similar to those held by their husbands in the 
men’s volunteer company. Of course the daytime women’s brigade wil] be 
under the authority and control of the chief of the men, Mr. Claes. 

The women at Rosa Park are strong and sturdy and unusually self-reli- 
ant. They are interested in building up a beautiful little subdivision and in 
improving their small but attractive home places. They declare that they 
are not only willing, but are strong enough physically to manage any fire 
hose and combat any sort of a fire. 

A few people living in neighborhoods adjacent to Rosa Park have been 
inclined to take the plans of the Park women in a humorous way. But it 
is no joking matter with the lady fire fighters. They are organizing for the 
protection of their homes, they say, and that’s a very serious business. 

Just as they do in everything else they undertake these women have de- 
cided that they will be content with nothing but the very highest degree of 
efficiency in their own department. The men may have to look well to their 
laurels after the women have had an opportunity to drill themselves. 

In addition to organizing this fire department the Rosa Park women have 
been active in other matters for the betterment of their subdivision. They 
have obtained from the street car company concessions which mean greater 
safety at the grade crossing on the Cherokee line and they have 
to prevent the erection of fences around any home built in 
as well as to prevent weeds growing on property in th
